} Fear is very affetting and pow- 
| erful Paſhon 3 and is a moſt forci- 
ble means to held us to our Duty, 
and to reſirain us from ſin : For 
how can he preſume to offend by 
any wzlful neglett of his Duty, or 
by the commiſhon of any known 
fin, that conſiders either the Xnow- 
ledge and Power of God, or His Pu» 
rity, and hatred of Sin ? That He 
underſtands all our Thoughts, hears 
all our Words, diſcerns all our Afti- 
ons, as well ſecret as open; ( Pſah. 
139. 1,to 17.) and will as certain- 
ly puniſh all fin unrepented of, as He 
bates and condemns it ? For as He 
is ablz ro caſt both body and ſeul into 
Hell, ( Luk. 12. 5. ) ſo he has de- 
| Clared, That he wil do it, (Mat, 
Y 25, 41, 2 Thef, 1, 8. Reve21. 8.) 
# And therefore the Scripture re- 
I quires that we ſhould ſerve the Lord 
S with Fear, ( Pf. 2.11. Heb, 12.28.) 
But then this Fear is not ſervile 
or laviſh; that no longer reſtrains

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us from ſin than the Rod is before 
vs, or held over us ; but F:lial, the 
Fear of a Child, that is afraid of 
diſpleaſing his Father, becauſe he

That which the Apoſtle ftiles 
Repentance towards God, ( Atts 20, 
21.) is a tuning from ſm unto 
God, It's that which begins in the 
Knowledge of onr ſelves, and ends 
In the actual forſaking of all fin, 
that we come thus to the Know- 
ledge of. And therefore as the 
Scripture has made this neceſſ4- 
7y by way of Command; and 
without which we are told we 
ſhall Aſcertainly periſh, ( Luke 13, 
3,5.) ſo whoever undertakes ir, 
muſt ftritly enquire into the |

To our Convitzons muſt be ad- 
cd 4 preſeat and ſtedfaſt Reſolution of 
forſabing all thoſe Sins that we are 
thus - conviaced of, Unleſs it be 
preſent, and both taken- up and 
followed without delay, we ſhall 
ſoon forget thofe Reſolutions, And 
unleF; it be ſtedfaſt, our Convictions

gain, Having Once Reſelc'd, we 
mutt loſe no T ime, 'left by Delays 
cur Caſe grows to be dangerous, 
and we finally periſh in the midſt 


of ſuch ineffeRual Reſolutions, When * 
we walk abrcad, we are not ſure | 
to come back alive, When we lie | 


down to ſſeep, we know not whe- 
ther e're we ſhall awake, till we 
hear the ſound of the laſt Trump.

Riches, alas, they arenot good to

we make them ſuch. If laftly, we 
are proud of the 5ifts of Grace,they 
are none of our own, and of them 
St. Paul himſelf thought it not 2x- | 
pedient to glory, ( 2 Cor. 12.1.) 
Wherefore letus learn of our great 
Lord and Maſter, ro be meek and 
lowly, (Mat, 11.29.) and quench 
the hrſt rifings of pride and van 
glory in our hearts, with as much 
diligence, as we would a Fire that 
18 already begun in our Houſes; 
and as our Saviour has promiſed, 
we ſhalfind re$ to our Souls. 


4. Diligence in our C allings.

1. Of Temperaxce in Meats. 

Man is of fuach a frame, that 
eating is neceſſary to preſerve life ; 
butthen it muſt be with w20derarion 
of which he himſelf is the hbeft 
Judge : For the ſame proportion 
of Meat, may give one Mana Sur- 
feit, which will not ſatisfe anc- 
ther's Hunger ; and the eating of 
that Food which may be neceſſa- 
ry for a fick or weak Perſon, 
would be reputed wantonneſs and 
- luxury 


luxury in one of a ſtronzer Con- 
ſtitution. 1: is true in ſome ſenſe, 
as the Wiſe Man tells us, That it 
& good for a Man to eat, and to make 
his ſoul enjoy the Fruits of bis Iabour, 
that be takes under the Sun, all the 
days of bx life, which God gives hin, 
for it is bis Portion, (Ecclef. 5. 18,) 
But withal, he gives us this Cau- 
tion, not to eat more than is ſuth- 
cient, left we be filled therewith,and 
vomit it up again, ( Prov. 25. 16.) 
And our Saviour commands us, to 
take heed of having our Aearts 
overcharged with ſurfeiting, (Luke 
21+ 34.) And St, Paud, not to make 
Proviſoin for theFlefh to fulfil the Luſts 
thereof, (Rom. 13. 14.) Whoever 
does ſo, abuſes the bounty of God, 
ſaryes Charity, that Luxury may 
abound, and expoſes his Body to 
manifold Dangers, and Diftempers 
-— << to the pains of Hell here- 
after. 


2. Of Temperance in Drinks. 

As in Meats, ſo in Drinks, what- 
ſocver exceeds a moderate Refreſh- 
ment, tho' perhaps it makes no 
viltble change in a Man of a ſtron- 
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ger Brain, is a degree of Jntem- 
perance, and therefore thoſe who are 
mighty to drink Vine, and riſe early 
in the Morning, to follow flrong drink, 
axd continue il! Night, till Wine en- 
flame them, (Iſa. 5. 11.) have a 
dreadful Curſe denounced againſt 
them. Beſides the waſte and abuſe 
of God's good Creatures, (which 
would have relieved many thirſty 
Souls,) Such Men are the DeviF's 
Faftors, and' make it matter of 
| ſport and Recreation, to draw on 
others to the like exceſs, and then 
triumph when they ſee them fall. 
But woe unto him that puts bis Bortle 
to bis Neighbour's Mouth, and makes 

bim drunken alſo, (Hab. 2. 15.) 
Some thero are that plead a ne- 
ceſſity, andorthers who think they 
make plaufible excuſes for this fin 
of Drunhenneſs, namely, good Fel- 
lowſhip, maintaining of Friendſhip, 
chearing of their Spirits, and putting 
aw1y of cares ; but hereby they do 
bur deceive themſelves. 1ho bath 
woe ? who bath ſorrow ? who bas 
contentions? who bas bablings? who bas 
wounds without cauſe ? they that tar- 
ry long at the Wine, (Prov. 23. 29% 
30) 
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20.) Andagain, frong drink # r4- 
ging, (Pro. 20. 1.) And how often 
have we ſeen Men of the mildeft 
Diſpoſitions, go into thoſe drunter 
meetings, with the moft Friendly 
Embraces, and anon, come out 
like chafed Lyons and Tygers, and 
ſheath their Swords in each others 
Bowels, making their Wives Wi- 
dows, and their Children Father- 
leſs? It were endleſs to reckon up 
the manifold miſchiefs, and dread- 
ful conſequencies of thoſe Extra- 
vagancies. But the Sinners them- 
ſelves will come to ſee their own 
folly, when thoſe that prey'd upon 
them, ſhall be the firſt that forſake 
them 3 when the Extorrioners take 
poſſeſſion of their Patrimony ; and 
Palſies, Megrims, Gouts, Drepfies, 
and other as darvgecous, but more 
loathiom Diſeafes torment their 
Bodies. And as for the putting 
awdy of cares, they may indeed for 
the preſent be drown'd in Wine 
and ſtrong Drink : but after a ſhort 
time,they will be ſure to riſe again 
and float like ſo many Dead Carcaſ- 
ſes, in more vgly and deformed 
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Others tell us Drinking is an 
expedient to make Bargains, 4nd 10 
do befineſs, which is, in plain En- 
gliſh, to over-reach their Neigh- 
bours, by dealing with them,when 
Drink has driven out Reaſon : ſuch 
defrauding is contrary to St. Paul's 
Commands, who requires us ra- 
ther to-ttke” wrong, and ſuffer our 
ſelves to be defrauded, ( 1 Cor.6,7,) 
than to do wrong, or to defraud, 

There is 4 third ſors of Wine- 
bibbers, who fear to be reproach'd 
for being ſtrider than theirNeigh- 
bours, if they lead a ſober Lite; 
but are not afraid of being diſ- 
owned by Chriſt in the Kingdom 
of his Father, for their /atemper- 
exce, and the many fins that at- 
ten1 it, 

There are ſome that know not 
how otherwiſe to paſs away therr 
time (their precious tine Jof which 
the Damned Souls in Hell would 
give the wealth of the whole 
World, were it in their power, to 
recall a few Days orHours.Where- 
fore Jook not nx on the Wine whev 
it i red, and ſparkles in the Cup, for 
a laſt it biterh like « Serpent, and 

fiingerh 
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ftingeth like un Adder, (Prov. 23, 
31,32.) And there is yet ſome 
thing more dreadful than any 
temporal Judgment ; Drunkards 
fſhatl never inberit the K ingdom of 
God, (1 Cor. 6. 10.) And the end 
of theſethings #Dearh.(Rom, 6,23.) 
axd eternal Damnation, (Gal 5,21.) 


2. Of Moderarneſs in Sleep. 

T his was ordained by God for 
refreſhing and ſupporting our frail 
Bodies, ſoas to enable us for ſuch 
Labours, as the duties ef our Reli- 
gion, and the works of ourCalling 
require of us ; and what is-beyond 
this is a fort of Intemperance, which 
waſteth our precious rime,and often

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times the Principles of Chriffian 
Keligion, and to keep them to their 
Duty, ſometimes by Kewards and 
Encour agements, ſometimes by my» 
derate Correttion and Puniſhment, 
but always by their own good Ex- 
@mples ; arid never by revtling Lan- 
guage,or other unlawful Severities, 
Thoſe of Noble Families, and pl-n- 
riful Fortunes, are to ſpare no ſort 
of Education,that may qualifie their 
Children, to ſerve either Church 
or State,in places proper for them » 
for as much as their Examples, 1n- 
xereſt, Reputatin, and Revenues, 
will have yery great influence up- 
on their dependants and jnferiors, 
And thoſe of a lowey rank are to 
take care of putting their Child - 
ren in ſome way of getring an ho- 
peſt livelinood, and when they are 
fit for a wedded life, to Mavry 
them in the Lord, (1 Cor, 7.

13. As to the Duty of Friends, 
we muſt inthe firſt place, be very 
eareful in chooſing them, and ha- 
ving found one of a4 Thouſand, we 
muſt be true to their Souls, their 
Secrets and Truſts, their Reputations 
and their Intereſts, all the days of 
onr Lives ; and not change them 
for the Gold «f Ophir, ( Eccluſ.7.18.)

There » 
a Friend that #s a Companion at thy 
Table, but will not continue in the day 
of thy Afi'tion; in thy proſperity he 
will be as thy ſelf; when thou art 
brought low, be will bide bimſelf. 
And here above all others, Men 
in eminent Places, to whom Infe- 
riors ſpeak rather that which they

14. Thoſe who are Debtors and 
Creditors: The firft muſt ule their 


beſt endeavours to pay What they 
really and truly owe ; and the laft 
muſt have a care of taking therr 
Fellow Servants by the Throat, for 
fear leſt what meaſure they mete owt 
ro others, the ſame may be meted 19, 
them again, by their great Lora 
and Maſter, (Mat. 18: 34.) 


I5;. Thoſe that are Maſters,muſt 
rule their own Spirits firſt, that they 
may the better govern their Ser- 
wants, ( Prov. 16, 32. Eccluſ. 4.30 )

curſe, ( Eccleſe, 7.23.) but with gen- 
tleneſs admonsſh and reprove them, 
unleſs the heinouſneſs of the fauls 
requires that they rebuke them 
ſharply, (Tir. 1. 12, 13.) They are 
likewiſe to give thema good Ex- 
ample, as likewiſe to provide for 
their Suſtenance in Sickneſs, and in 
Health and juitly pay them their 
Wages, alwavs remenbring that thei 
| Naſtey 
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Maſter is in Fieaven, (Eph. 6. 9.) 
Whichif they do,they will alſo take 
care of their Souls, and ſo order the 
Afﬀairs of their Houſhold , that 

"they may have ſome time to pray 
and read in private, and to come 
to the Houſe and Table of God. 

On the other hand, Servants 
muft obey their Maſters in all their 
juſt Commands, not with Fye-Ser- 
vice, bus in ſingleneſs of beart, as 
unto Chriſt,(Eph.6.5,5.) They muft 
not uſe any Deceit, or embezzel 
their Goods, or betray their Truſts, 
or carry Tales abroad, or be floth- 
ful in their buſineſs, or occafion 
Quarrels in the Family , or take 

Gifts where they ſhould not, 
(2 Kngs 5. 20,) Or excuſe a Faule 
with a je, (Pſal.1or. 7.) which 
makes the fault much the greater. 

Theſe are things which are com- 
manded vgs in reference to our 

Neighbours ; there are other thinzs 
Which we are forbid : As, | 


x: Not to burt their Souls, by af- 
fitting them, or breaking their 
Spirits, {Prov.15, 13.) no not ſo 
much as to laugh at, and ſcorn a 


poor 
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poor Man in the bitterneſs of his 
Soul,(Ecclu.4.6.)nor by giving him 
evil counſel, as Fob's Wife did to 
her Husband, (Fob 2. g.) to curſe 
God and die ; or as Achitophel to Ab- 
ſalom, to go up to bis Father's Con- 
cubines, (2 Sam. 16. 21._) nor by 
enticing him to anyevil courſes, or 
encouraging and helping him in 
them, (Prov. 1. 10.) as Jonadab 
did Amnon in his abominable In» 
ceſt, (2 Sam. 13. 5.) 


2. Not to hurt their Bodies,ceither 
by open Murther, as Cain kill'd Abel, 
(Gen.4.8.)or ſecret ; as David kill'd 
Uriah, to get his Wife, (2 Sam.11, 
17.) or as Feyebel kill'd Naboth, 
(1K7n.21. 13+) to poſſeſs hisVine- 
yard ; or asa Strumpet murders 
her Child, to cover her Shame 
which Murder ſeldom goes unpuy- 
niſh'd, even here in this World, 
God will jadge them for ſuch 
bloody and uncharitable Wicked- 
nefſes, (Gen. 9g. 5,6.) He that 


ſheddeth Man's Blood, by Man ſhall 


bu Blood be ſhed ; namely, by the 
Magiftrate, who is the Avenger in 
God's fiead,

There are other ſorts relating 
to this, as maiming 4 poor Max, 
whoſe Bread is bus Life. (Eccluſ. 34. 
21.) for which he ought to have 


ample Reſtitution and Satisfation, 


As likewiſe murdering our Neigh- 
bours in their Reputation and good 
Name, which to moſt is dearer 
than their Lives. Therefore Whi/- 
. perers and Backbiters are , joyn'd 
with Murderers, (Rom. 1. 29, 30.) 
as worthy of Death, v. 32. 


2. We are not to burt 0ur Netgh- 
bour, as to his Wife, or his Eflate, 
Not his Wife, his neareſt Frien4, 
by corrupting or enticing her to a 
ftrange Bed, and ſo robbing her 
of her Innocency, and him of her 
love, This ſtirreth up in theHus- 
band ragrng Fealoufie, { Prov. 6.34.) 
and oft-times ends in mpſt deſpe- 
rate Quarrels, and becomes fatal 
to whole Families. Again, we are 
not to hurt him in his Eſtate ; (tho' 
he be an Enemy,if bu Ox go aſtray,wsz 
mutt bring it backs or if bis Aſs lay 
under his burden, we muſt belp bim ; ) 
{Ex01. 23. 4, 5.) much leſs to 
ſteal from him his Cattle, Money 
or 
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or Goods , or to rob his Houſes or 
Lands ; by Gripiag, Uſury, or Op- 
preſſion ; eſpeciall', not to enter into 
the Fields of the Fatherleſs, (Prov.2 3. 
10.) nor to devour Widows Houſes. 
(Mat.23.14.)and here let Men take 
heed and beware, as they will an- 
ſwer it ro the Judge of the World ; 
Princes and great Men of abuiing 
their Power ; Learned and WiſeMen 
their Knowledge and Skill ; Judges 
and Officers of Juſtice their Truſt, 
for the perverting of Judgment, 
(See Wiſd, 6, 1, to 7.) 

Laſtly,we muſt not cheat,or over- 
r:ach our Neighbour in matters of 
truft, traffick, and bargaining, And 
here let all Guardians,Stewards, and 
other Servants, to whom any buſi- 
neſs of truſt is committed ; all 
Traders and Dealers, and even 
Gameſters, ftritly examine their 
own Conſciences ; and where any 
have wronged others, let them fol- 
low theExample of Zac:heus,(Luke 
9. 8.) and max? quick and ample 


 reflitution, to tne beſt of their a- 


bilities and powers. The fin is not

4. Not 19 revenge Injuries; a 
Man being no proper Fudge and 
Executioner in his own cauſe, Ven- 
geance belongs 10 God, (Rom. 12.19.) 
and his Vicegerents, (Rom. 13. 4.) 
Chriſt has taught us to forgive, 
as we hope to be forgiven ; for 
if we forgive not Men their 
Ireſpaſſes netther will our Heavenly 
Father forgive us our treſpaſſes (Mat,

If a Man knows theſe things, ba 
is be, if be does wg Joh FIN 
without Hypocrifie,(Phil.

He hath alſo encouraged all his 
Servants, with Promiſes of very 
great Rewards, ( Mark 10. 3%.

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Merits: of his Son. ( Rom. 8, 17.

He makes us able to reſiſt tempta- 
tion ; He ſends deliverance in his 
time and way ; He gives that 
Peace which the World can neither 
give nor tabe away. He makes a 
Man happy both in Life and Death, 

After Death, he. delivers him 
from the inſupportable Miſeries of 
Yell ; and rewards his mean and 
temporary Services,with Life ever- 
lafting, (1 Fohn 2,25) He giveth not 
oaly Grace but Glory, even the e- 
ternal Glory of Beaven, (Epii.4.7. 
1 Theſ, 2. 12.) He receiveth the 
Sonls of the Faithful into Foy ard 
Felicity, after they are delivered 
from the burthen of the Fleſh, 
(2 Cor. 5, 8. Phil. x. 23.) And,at 
the great day of Judgment, he 
raiſeth this Mortal Body, and mas 
beth is libe to Chriſts Glorious Body, 
(Phil, 3.
